No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia during the 
year 1949. 


The first six months of the year, 1949, were very similar to those of the preceding year, in 
that rainfall in the agricultural areas was much below normal and in both years many places 
reported that their rainfall totals were the lowest on record. By a further coincidence, the opening 
rains in both seasons were registered on 4th June. 


After the season opened, conditions for growth were ideal, as during the colder months 
temperatures were mainly above normal, and each wet spell was followed by one of warm sunny 
weather. Towards the end of the season rainfall normally decreases rapidly and temperatures 
rise, but this year during the period that the crops were awaiting rains, temperatures were below 
normal. This enabled them to hold out longer, and good rains were received just when they were 
needed in October and November. A few crops were lost but considering the drought conditions 
existing in many places during the first six months of the year, they have turned out remarkably 
well, and the final estimate of the season’s crop is 38-5 million bushels. 


In the northern sub-tropics, particularly in the West Gascoyne, good rains have been received 
during most of the year. This applies also to the Fortescue Division, where unusually good falls 
were received in May. 


Further north the year has not been so good, and in most of the tropics there have been only 
two months with rainfall above normal. In the North Kimberley Division the mean falls for 
all months between March and December were below normal, and in the rest of the Kimberleys 
the months between May and December were below normal. In the De Grey, there were five 
consecutive months between May and December below normal. 


In the eastern part of the State south from the tropics, rainfall was also below normal, 
though in the South-Eastern Division there were five consecutive months (June to November) 
with above normal totals. 


Gales occurred fairly regularly along the south coastal districts during the winter, but were less 
severe than usual, and were generally not followed by the strong outbreakes of cold southerly 
air which is frequently experienced in the normal winter. 


There was an almost complete absence of cyclonic activity in the tropics, the nearest approach 
to a normal tropical cyclone occurring in March. 


There were unusually strong and sustained easterly gales in the southern part of the State 
early in November. These were caused by the southward movement of a tropical depression, while 
a large anticyclone centred near the south coast remained almost stationary, and then moved 
slowly eastward. Severe damage was caused in vineyard areas due to the stripping of young 
wood from the vines by flying sand and wind, which reached 59 m.p.h. at Guildford. 


One of the most unusual features of the year was the behaviour of a tropical depression in 
May. From a position north of Pt. Hedland on the 19th, it moved round the coast in the normal 
fashion and was centred approximately west of Carnarvon on the 2lst. After this it retraced 
its path, dissipating north of Broome towards the end of the month. It was this depression 
which caused the unusually good rains in the tropics during May. 


Temperatures. were generally above normal south from the tropics in January, June, July and 
August, and below normal in October and the first three weeks of November. In the tropics 
they were above normal in January and below in February, May and Noveniber. During the 
other months they were more or less normal, though they were well above normal in the first half 
of April. 

The highest for the year was 177 deg. at Winning Pool in December and lowest 28 deg. at 
Wandering in June and September. 


There were no particularly long spells of high temperature, and only one station recorded 
maxima of 100 deg. or above during the whole of any month. This was Marble Bar, where a period 
of 52 consecutive days in which temperatures reached or exceeded the century mark, ended on the 
10th February with a temperature of 99 deg. 


Due to cloudy conditions at night in the southern part of the State during the Winter, the 
lowest temperatures were often recorded much further north than might have been expected, 
and in July the minimum for the State was recorded in or near the tropics on eighteen days. 


Snow was reported on the Stirling Range in July and August, and the Aurora Australis was 
seen in many places in the State during May. 


In Perth, rainfall for the year was below normal in all months except April, August, October 
and November. The total for the year, 2,715 points, was 760 points below last year’s total, and 
nearly eight inches below the normal fall. On several occasions the metropolitan area was 
blanketed by thick smoke haze, due to smoke from grass fires being blown out to sea in dry easterly 
winds and returned as a much thicker haze in the moist westerlies accompanying a cool change.

In February there were ten consecutive days with maximum temperatures above 90 deg., 
and during the first twelve days of April the mean amximum was 90-8 deg. The mean temperature 
for the whole of this period was higher than the normal April maximum. In June all days except 
two recorded maximum temperatures above the normal, and in July the mean temperature was 
above normal on all days but one. 


Further details of each month’s weather are given below :— 


January. 


In the tropics it was unusually dry, with a complete absence of cyclonic activity. There was 
little rain elsewhere and all divisions recorded totals below the normal for the month. Tempera- 
tures were generally above normal throughout the State. 


February. 


There was still no cyclonic activity, but the monsoonal low pressure area over the tropics 
was fairly active, and several tropical depressions moved from the vicinity of Onslow across the 
State and into the Bight. Rainfall was largely of a thunderstorm type and falls were variable. 
The best for the month was 1,467 points at Hall’s Creek, over ten inches above the normal for 
February. All the tropical divisions, the North-East, South-East and Eucla divisions, and the 
North Coastal sub-division recorded mean falls above normal during this month. 


In the South-Western division temperatures were above normal during the first half of the 
month, and some dangerous bush fires occurred, particularly in the South Coastal sub-division. 


March. 


A weak tropical cyclone developed over the Northern Territory about the middle of the 
the month, moved slowly round the North-West coast of Western Australia and passed inland 
over Shark Bay on the 26th. Although it produced strong winds at many places during its pas- 
sage round the coast, and did some damage when it passed inland in the Shark Bay area, it was 
disappointing from the rainfall production angle. At Wyndham it produced almost six inches 
of rain, but at all other places in the tropics monthly totals were well below normal, and even in 
the Shark Bay area they amounted to only fifty or sixty points. 


Temperatures were on the whole a little above normal, and a hot spell towards the end of 
the month produced numerous grass and bush fires in the vicinity of the metropolitan area. 


April. 


During the first half of this month the main feature of the weather chart was the persistent 
anticyclonic system centred off the south coast. It maintained a flow of warm, dry continental 
air over the State, with a consequent lack of rainfall, and a general rise in temperatures. In 
Perth, temperatures for the first thirteen days of the month were higher than they have been for 
the corresponding period at any time since records were commenced 53 years ago. 


During the second half of the month the southern low pressure system became active and 
depressions also formed west of Carnarvon. Some heavy falls were recorded in the Central and 
South Coastal sub-divisions, and at Nannup a fall of 506 points on the 27th was the highest on 
record for one day. There was local flooding in southern districts, some crops were destroyed and 
a bridge over the Blackwood River collapsed. The rain did not penetrate far inland, and only the 
West Gascoyne and the coastal districts of the South-West division received above normal falls 
during this month. 


During this half of the month temperatures were mainly below normal. 


May. 


During this month the main feature of the chart was the persistent anticyclone centred near 
the south coast and covering the State. During the second half of the month a tropical depression 
moved round the North-West coast from north of Pt. Hedland to west of Carnarvon and then 
back again to north of Broome. 


Although the anticyclonic circulation maintained easterly surface winds over the State a 
strong north-westerly circulation extended southward in the upper air from the depression off 
the North-West coast. Frontal action between these two circulations produced good rains almost 
throughout the tropics and extending as far south as the Geraldton area. Further south, where 
the easterly circulation extended high into the upper air, no rain was received, and by the end 
of the month conditions were becoming very serious in the agricultural areas. In the main 
wheatgrowing areas there had been five consecutive months of below normal rainfall and drought 
conditions existed in places. Many stations reported that their rainfall for the first five months 
was the lowest ever recorded for that period of the year. 


Due to widespread cloud in the Tropics day temperatures there were well below normal. 
One maximum of 50 deg. at Mundiwindi was 28 deg. below normal. Further south, where the 
dry easterlies prevented much cloud formation, day temperatures were higher and, on the whole, 
a little above normal. 


June. 


Early in June, the anticyclonic system weakened, and intense depression developed south-west. 
of Cape Leeuwin, and the first general rains of the year were recorded in the agricultural areas 
on the 4th. 


After the first break anticyclonic conditions were re-established until about the middle of the 
month ; but from then onwards fairly regular falls occurred in the South-West quarter of the 
State, some of them extending as far north as Carnarvon. They were, however, not particularly 
heavy, and the month ended by all divisions reporting below normal totals with the exception 
of the Fortescue, where some heavy falls occurred at the time of the first rains on the 4th June. 


Day temperatures were generally above normal and conditions for the germination and 
growth of crops were ideal. By the end of the month it was evident that in spite of the poor 
start of the season, reasonable crops were still possible if normal rains were received during the 
remainder of the season, and persisted longer than usual at the end of it. 


July. 


During this month a series of depressions brought frequent rains to the South-West division, 
and some places reported 25 wet days, or an average of five wet days out of six. Both the South- 
West and South-East divisions reported above normal falls during this month, but further north 
anticyclonic conditions existed and the prevailing winds were dry easterlies. No rain fell at 
most places in the tropics and very little in the northern parts of the Gascoyne, but further south 
in this division good falls were received. 


Temperatures were again mainly above normal, though on the 27th there was a light fall of snow 
on the Stirling Ranges. 


Auqust. 


In August the succession of depressions bringing rain to the southern parts of the State, 
continued, and the rain at times extended as far north as the Kimberley division. In the first 
three weeks of the month many southern places reported twenty wet days, and on the 10th there 
was another fall of snow on the Stirling Ranges. The Kimberleys again received no rain, and 
falls elsewhere in the tropics were light. In the remainder of the State all divisions, with the 
exception of the Eucla and North-East, reported above normal totals. 


Temperatures were about normal during the first half of the month, but above normal prac- 
tically throughout the second half. Nights in the southern districts were mild, and only a few 
frosts were reported. 


September. 


In the southern part of the State, good rains were received from active depressions at the 
beginning of the month and again about the 27th. During most of the month, howe;er, it was 
only the coastal districts which benefited from the passing disturbances, as the anticyclonic belt 
had moved noticeably further southward, and prevented the southern depressions from extending 
far inland. At the end of the month the Gascoyne, South-East division, and the North Coastal 
sub-division had received above normal rains, but in the rest of the State they were below normal. 


Day temperatures were, on the whole, a little above normal, and night temperatures below 
normal. At Wandering, the lowest temperature for the State was recorded on fifteen occasions, 
and the lowest for the year, 28 deg., occurred on the 21st. 


The combination of below normal rainfall, above normal day temperatures and some frosts 
had an adverse effec on crops generally, and by the end of the month, crops were needing rain 
badly. Many had b en forced into ear early and needed rain to swell the grain, ethers needed it 
urgently to survive. 


October. 


During this month the normal Winter succession of depressions originating off the west coast 
and south-west of Cape Leeuwin was resumed, and many places in the South-West Coastal dis- 
tricts received rain on an average of two days out of three. In the central wheat belt the falls 
were lighter and less frequent, and the North Central sub-division recorded below normal totals 
for the month. With the Eucla and North Eastern sub-divisions, these were the only areas south 
of the tropics to do so. In the North Central sub-division the rain was insufficient to save some 
crops, but in most of the area they were revived, and for the early crops yields were assured. 


Day temperatures were generally below normal in the first half of the month, enabling the 
crops to hold out better while awaiting rain, and in the second half they were a little above normal, 
favouring the ripening of early crops. In the tropics the tendency for the establishment of the 
summertime monsoonal low pressure area:was noticeable, but the system did not produce much 
rainfall activity, and a thunderstorm fall of 93 points at Hall’s Creek was the best for the month. 
There was no rain at all in most of the other tropical divisions, and in all of them the mean fall was 
well below the normal for the month. 


November. 


During the early part of the month tropical depressions moving southward from the vicinity 
of Onslow caused persistent easterly gales over the southern half of the State, and above normal 
rains throughout the State, except in the Kimberley divisions. 


A number of wheat and oat crops were damaged by wind, though not to a great extent, but 
heavy damage was done in the vineyard areas in the Swan Valley. The rains provided good 
finish for late crops, though they delayed the harvesting of early varieties to some extent. 


Temperatures were generally below normal in the first three weeks and above normal for 
the rest of the time. The highest for the month was 115 deg. at Anna Plains, equalling the previous 
highest for the year, which was 115 deg. at Marble Bar in January. 


December. 


Typical Summer conditions existed throughout this month, anticyclonic conditions over the 
southern part of the State causing dry easterly winds during most of the time. 


The monsoonal low pressure area over the tropics produced scattered thunderstorms more 
or less throughout the month, and on occasions when a low pressure trough extended southward 
the storms were scattered through the remainder of the State. 


Conditions were favourable for the development of a tropical cyclone off the Kimberley 
coast towards the end of the month, but the depression failed to intensify and its main result was 
to produce about four inches of rain at Wyndham. The only districts to receive above normal falls 
during this month were the tropical divisions and the West Gascoyne. Perth experienced the 
driest December since 1924. 


Temperatures were about normal until towards the end of the month when there was a general 
rise and the highest for the year, 117 deg. at Winning Pool, occurred on the last day of the year. 
During the preceding week or so temperatures had been high in most of the State, but in the 
south-west quarter they were about normal and pleasant weather was experienced over the 
Christmas period.
